For detailed particulars regarding the trade of the several 
eountries, reference should be made to the “ Accounts relating to 
the Trade and Commerce of certain Foreign Countries and British 
Possessions, including figures received up to 3lst May,” to be 
obtained from Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, H.C, 
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Bulgaria.—The British Vice-Consul at Sofia (Mr. G. O'B. 
Toulmin), in his report on the trade of Bulgaria for 1905, again 
draws attention to the energetic measures adopted by the foreign 
competitors of British traders to secure the Bulgarian market for 
themselves, and illustrates the methods by which Germany is 
steadily absorbing the trade of the Near East. Not only, he says, 
do the principal German importers have capable agents established 
in the more important towns throughout Bulgaria to push the sale 
of their goods, but they also send at regular intervals experienced 
travellers who thoroughly investigate the commercial condition of 
the country in its various trade centres, take note of the wants and 
requirements of the population, and enter into direct relations with 
the retail trader. They are, moreover, instructed to do business 
at any cost, and are authorised to give credit for a year or even 
longer. By their readiness to accept the smallest order, by 
scrupulously adhering to conditions and specifications, and by 
strictly supplying goods according to sample approved, German 
importers are now reaping the fruits of a painstaking and 
methodical commercial policy, which menaces even Austria- 
Hungary’s hitherto unassailed supremacy. 

Mr. Toulmin goes on to say that a step in the progress of 
foreign competition is marked by the establishment of three new 
foreign banks, one German, one Austro-Hungarian and the other 
French, having their headquarters at Sofia, and branches at Varna, 
Philippopolis and Rustchuk. It is easy to see the influence these 
banks will have in promoting the commercial, financial and even 
political interests of the countries they represent. Besides the 
transaction of purely commerciai business, ample scope for the 
profitable employment of their capital will be found in the develop- 
ment of the country’s resources, the creation of new industries, 
the participation in Government and municipal loans and in 
placing the Bulgarian market in immediate touch with the foreign 
manufacturers. Merchants having transactions in Bulgaria will 
be able to deposit their documents with the banks, who will collect 
their accounts and generally attend to their business. The 
founding of a similar institution by a group of British capitalists 
would appear imperative, and could a commercial museum be 
attached, to which British manufacturers might send samples of 
their goods for inspection by the Bulgarian importer or consumer, 
there is good reason to believe that British trade would be greatly 
benefited. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,630.) 


Barcelona.—In his recent report, H.M. Consul-General at 
Barcelona (Mr. J. F. Roberts) draws the attention of British 
firms exporting to Barcelona to the following point:—‘“ It has 
become a very general custom among their foreign competitors 
to quote their goods delivered into the warehouse or factory of 
the purchaser here. This practice has naturally found great 
favour in most cases with the buyer as saving him from all 
responsibility till the goods are actually in his warehouse or factory 
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and from having to calculate and consider what further expenses, 
Customs duty, &c., will amount to, over and above cost price of the 
article.” (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,631.) 


Peru.—H.M. Consul General at Callao (Mr. A. St. John, C.M.G.), 
in his recent report on Peru, remarks that the economic develop- 
ment of the country is advancing steadily, and there is every 
reason to believe that progress will continue, as there is a general 
and marked tendency to promote trade and production as much as 
possible, whilst the Government are bent on extending lines of 
communications in various directions. However, the trade of Peru, 
though satisfactory, is still out of proportion to its great resources, 
which will offer a vast field for enterprise and the employment of 
capital at no distant date. 

Mr. St. John adds that catalogues are of little use if sent 
through the post for the purpose of inviting orders. The text of 
all catalogues sent to these countries should be in Spanish, and the 
English weights and measures converted into their metric 
equivalents. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,635.) 


Chinkiang—The Acting British Consul at Chinkiang (Mr. B. G. 
Tours) reports that British manufacturers who cater for the 
Chinese market would do well to remember that the Chinese 
mind is slow and conservative, and that a new article would 
more easily commend itself to a Chinaman if it had a touch 
of something easily recognisable about it than if it were wholly 
a novelty. In this connection Chinese characters of good import 
might be employed with advantage. A character printed 
ornamentally on a cover, box or packet, or an article made up 
into the shape of a Chinese written character, would of itself 
convey confidence. A list of Chinese written characters suitable 
for the purpose has been forwarded by Mr. Tours, and may 
be seen by British traders at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, E.C. The size of 
the characters can be reduced or increased as desired. (Foreign 
Office, Annual Series, 3,642.) 


Matto Grosso.—The report of H.M. Consular Agent at Corumbé 
(Mr. C. C. Cooper) on the trade of the State of Matto Grosso 
during the year 1905, states that the discouraging conditions 
existing in regard'to immigration, transport and heavy freights, 
and the feeling of insecurity which prevails as to the protection 
extended to property, has partially debarred the employment of 
foreign capital in the many industries that the natural resources 
of the district would allow to be worked with profit, but faint 
signs are to be noted of a general agitation in favour of increasing 
the inducements offered to foreign labour and capital, This, says 
Mr. Cooper, will no doubt have a great influence in augmenting 
the interest in this State as a suitable field for investments, which 
will increase in proportion to the gradual disappearance of the 
drawbacks above mentioned.

The articles admitted at the reduced rate must be exclu- 
sively destined for use as integral or accessory parts of the 
machinery of the factory (not of the articles manufactured therein) ; 
and a certificate to this effect must be presented to the Customs 
within two months, in order to entitle the goods to admission at 
the reduced rate. 


Embrovderies on tulle of silk or half-silk cannot be admitted at 
the ‘‘ conventional” rate of 15 roubles per funt, applicable to em- 
broideries on ttssues of silk or half-silk, but must pay the “ general ” 
tariff rate of 18 roubles per funt. 


Wool.—Hair.—The distinction between “ wool” (dutiable under 
No. 181 of the Tariff) and “hair” (dutiable under No. 45) is that 
wool is sufficiently thin and pliable to admit of being spun or 
felted ; whereas hair, e.g. the hair from the tail or the mane of the 
horse, is too thick and too stiff to be made into yarn or felt. 


Bicycles with saddles covered with leather are to be dutiable under 
No. 173 (8) of the Tariff without the 20 per cent. surtax for 
upholstering.

JAPAN. 


In reporting on the prospects of motor traction in Japan, the 

Acting British Vice-Consul at Yokohama (Mr. 
Motor Traction. T. Harrington) states that the cost of haulage 

in Japan varies as follows :—by rail an average 
charge for ordinary commodities would be fivepence a ton per 
mile ; in the towns transport by road is higher and in Yokohama 
is generally a matter of a fixed rate irrespective of distance, the 
rate on level ground being about 2s. dd. to 2s. 10d. per ton. 

Self-propelled vehicles are still quite a rarity in Japan, and the 
few introduced are not for the transport of goods. 

Speaking generally, it may be said that, in view of the poor 
roads and the minute sub-division of the country by the native 
methods of agriculture, traction systems so far are developing 
only where special road-beds are necessary; hence the extension 
of the railways and more especially of the electric tramways in 
numerous localities. Doubtless the advantages of self-propelled 
vehicles on ordinary roads will lead to some development, but at 
present such business is in its infancy. 
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MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY, 


BRITISH INDIA. 


According to “‘ Capital ” (Calcutta) the survey of the known man- 
ganese ore deposits in India recently carried 
out by the Geological authorities is said to show 
the existence of ore in quantities sufficient to 
meet the large export trade in the richest varieties for many years 
to come, and of practically unlimited quantities of lower grade 
which at present prices would not pay for the high transport 
charges to Europe and America, but would be available for the 
requirements of steel manufacturers in India. In the course of 
tthe survey valuable data are said to have been obtained with regard 
to the geological relationships of the ore bodies and a number of 
new varieties of minerals were discovered.

The present Government, in passing the new law, have abolished 
the old restrictions and extended the privileges, whereby the 
machinery, raw material, coal, &c., destined for the undertaking 
enjoy exemption from Customs duties and reduction of freight 
rates on the State Railways. 

“To encourage intending pioneers of new branches of industries, 
it should be mentioned that the industries in actual existence are 
making great progress.”

This is the interim report of the Commission appointed “ to 
examine the Bill for an Act relating to Navigation and Shipping,” 
&c. The Commissioners recommend inter alia that the Common- 
wealth Government take over the control of the quarantine system, 
lighthouses, &c.; that subsidised foreign ships be prohibited from 
participating in the Australian coasting trade; that it be made 
illegal to give rebates of freight where such are conditional on 
exclusive shipping by a certain vessel or vessels. A minority 
report dealing with manning, the coasting trade and rebates is 
also presented.

Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender. 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of ‘Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada, Cape of Good Hope, and 
Queensland, also the Governments of the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colony, have established, in proximity to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basinghall Street, special offices for 
dealing with trade matters (see next page).

TRADE, ENQUIRY OFFICES. 

India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office.is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted frée: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘“‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the 
direction of the Agent-General. 

The Commercial Agent in charge of these offices deals with, and 
supplies free, information on trade subjects connected with the 
Colony, such as commercial products, industries, trade, tariff regu- 
lations, commercial statistics, railway rates, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., &e. 

Queensland.—F or the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A collection of articles representative of the pastoral, agricultural, 
and mining industries of Queensland are on view, and information 
regarding these industries can be obtained at the Office, as above. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A T'rade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &c., &c.

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IMPERIAL INSTITUTE, a 


The Imperial Institute at South Kensingfon was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
lst January, 1908. ‘The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematic 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— : 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days)from10am.to5p.m. Special arrangements may be made for 
the visits of schools and other educational institutions. Informa- 
tion concerning India and the Colonies, their products, industries, 
prospects for emigration, &c., may be obtained on verbal applica- 
tion at the Central stand in the Galleries, or applications may be 
addressed in writing to the Director of the Imperial Institute, 
South Kensington, S.W. Publications furnishing information 
relating to the commerce, agriculture, mining and other industries 
of India and the Colonies, as well as those relating to emigration, 
may also be obtained on application at the Central stand. From 
time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 
products will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 
problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 
The expert staff of the Department is also engaged in the collec- 
tion of information from all sources on these and similar subjects. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4. Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. he “ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The ‘ Bulletin” may be 
obtained at the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, or from 
Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode, East Harding Street, Fleet
